REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1. Claims 4-9, 13-18, 22-27 are allowed. Claims 1-3, 10-12, 19-21 and 28-31 have been 
canceled. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: prior art of record 
does not teach or fairly suggest in combination a system, method and a computer readable 
medium storing program instruction for execution on a computer system for controlling customer 
resources for network traffic delivery, comprising: tracking network utilization of a group of 
endpoints on a network to generate group utilization level information corresponding to a current 
amount of network resource consumption by the group; receiving a message corresponding to a 
request for network resources for a data flow for one of the endpoints, the request including an 
identifier associated with the one endpoint and being from one of a router and a packet switch, 
associated with the one endpoint, said one of the router and the packet switch is a policy 
endorsement point (PEP); determining whether the request is accepted based on the group 
utilization level information, the identifier, and a predetermined profile, the predetermined 
profile being associated with the group and including a network utilization limit; forwarding to 
said one of the router and the packet switch the result of the decision whether to accept the 
request; and performing the steps of tracking, receiving, and determining on a server that form a 
policy decision point independent of said PEP as is recited in the independent claim 4, 13 and 22.
